Thoe past woek, saye the weather

The past week has heen an excellent
one for the growth of vegetation In
nll exeept o fow northwestern coun-
ties, where lnck of ram has caused
congldernble  damage to small grain
and retarded the growth of grass. Tha
heavy rainfall of the last few weeks
has heen very favorable for small
grain,  Wheat has improved in condl-
tlon. Winter wheat has filled well,
and, while the erop {68 small, the qunl-
ity I8 good; harvesting has eoms-
menced In southern countles, Onts
have continued to Improve, and now
promlse rather more than an average
crop. Corn has grown very rapldly
during the week, and cultivation has
muade ol progress In mest connties,
Considernble corn hag been lald by in
sonuthern counties free of weeds and
in unusnally promisging condition, Corn
In all parts ot the state 18 in excep-
tionally good condition.

Convieis Liberntad

Lincoln Journal: The governor has
fasned Fourth of July pardons to two
convicts, Andrew Jockson of Lanceaster
connty and Ole Anderson  of Brown
connty. The lpw permits the governor
to pnrdon two convicis on the Fourth
Of July. In this onse the purdons are
really commutations of sentence with
civil rights yeatored.

Andrew Jdackson s a colored man
who was gerving @ sentence of thirty
yenrs for murder. He wne recsivedd at
the penltentinry November 17, 1880,
He was first in for burglary, but while
sorving time killed a fellow conviet.
He was with a foree of men working
in the penitentiary foundry and while
thus engnged a follow workman inten-
tionully or aceldentally poured some
moelted metal in his shoe.  Jackson
struck the fellow on the hoad with an
fron tool he had in his hand and the
Mow caused death, For several yoars
Jackson was insane or feigned lnsan-
ity and was kept In a cell under the
hospital, On several ocensions he was
soverely punished by wardens, being
confined In the dark hole and other-
wige punlshed for unruly condnet.
Warden Leidigh cowed him and prae-
tieally made him confess that he had
feigned Insanlty, After that Warden
Leidigh had no further trouble with
him.

Ole Anderson  was recelved at  the
penitentinry Felbruary 20, 1889, He was
convicted of murdering bis wife and
was sentonced for Hfe. His wife got
after him with o broomstick and while
in a passlon he killed her. His sen-
tence was commited to fifteen yvears,
one month and eight days. From this
I8 deducted good time amounting to
fifty-five months and thirteen days,
Jackson’'s sentence was commuted to
seventeen years, five months and
eleven days, from which good time is
also deducted. Both convicts will be
liberated today.

The brands committes has decided
to charge a fee of §1.00 for each mark
and the same for ench brand. Some
stockmen use both & mark and brand
and in such cases they will be required
to pay the fee for each. Thig con-
struction of the law is based upon the
following section:

Sectlon 3. The secretary of state
shall ag soon ns practicable after the
pasaage of this act procure a suitable
book or books in which all brands and
marks shall be recorded. Each person
desiring to have his brand and mark
recorded, as hereinafter provided, shall
pay Into the ofice of the secretary of
state a fee of §1.50 for recording such
brand or mark; 20 per cent of all of
such fees go pald Into sald office shall
be pald to ench member of sald state
brand and mark committee as 1...
compensation for thelr services, and 20
per cent of sald fees shall constitute a
fund out of which to defray the ex-
penses of the secretary of state fmol-
dental to the discharge of his dutios
us o member of sald committee,

One member of the committes who
fs a practical stockman estimates that
there will be 10,000 brands filed, Not
counting the double fees that will be
pald, this would bring in $2,000 to each
member of the committes,
